(3) Prepare reports of lls evaluations conducted as required by paragraphs (c)(1) and ol this section, and 
submit the reports to the Institutional Otficial of the researph le^ilily; The reports shall be reviewed arxJ eigned by a 
mafonty of the lACUC mcmbors and must mcludie any minority views. The- reports shall be updated at least once 
every six months upon completiori oF the required semigmual evaluations and shall be maintained by the research 
tacility and made available to AFHlS. The reports must oonlain a. descnpllon ol Ihe nature and extent oF the research 
facility's adherence lo this subchapter, must idenlily speciFically any departures Inom the provisions ol titte 9, chapter 
I, subchapier A-AnirnSil WsIFere, end must sbete the reasons lor eedh departure. The' reports musi distinguish 
signIFicani deFiciendes from mirwr deliaancies.
